NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 19.—R. M 


King, of Obion county, who last week 
made a petition for a writ of habeas oor 
pus before Judge E. S. Hammond, o 
the federal court, was released from con 
finement Saturday. The petition state 
that he was illegally imprisoned in the 
county jail of Obion county by virtue 
of an alleged mittimus, issued by the 
circuit court clerk of Obion. 


He claimed that he was falsely im- 


prisoned and deprived of his liberly 
contrary to the fourteenth amendment 
of the constitution of the United States. 
King is a citizen of Obion, living near 
Union City and is a member of the 
Eociely known cs the Seventh-day Ad- 
ventists. He is a farmer by occupation, 
and was arrested on a charge of violating 
the Sabbath day by plowing in his field 
one Sunday. He was tried in the cir- 
cuit court and convicted. From this 
decision King appealed to the state su- 
preme oourt. 


This court sustained the decision of 


tho lower court, and Mr. King was sent 
to jail. His attorney then applied for a 
writ of habeas corpus, and it was 
granted by Judge Hammond as above 
stated. The writ was made returnable 
on the fourth Monday in November, at 
which time the case will be given a 
hearing at Jackson by Judge Hammond.

It is described as a lymph of 
brownish hue which is injected by a hy- 
podermic syringe into the blood. The 
immediate effects are unpleasant, at 
least on a healthy person, since they in- 
clude chills and sharp pains in the lower 
limbs, but the ultimate effect is said to 
be relief and permanent cure.

depending npon upon 
them. 
He 


then referred to the methed of charity 
work adopted by the Ladies' Relief 
union. The business man cannot stop 
to investigate the merits of all the cases 
presented to him and if he were to give 
indiscriminately he would do injustice 
to himself aud many of those who ask 
alms from him. The Relief UPIOU un- 
dertakes to investigate all cases sent to 
its headquarters, and no one should per- 
mit himself to bestow a pittance iu the 
name of charity upon the mere solicita- 
tion of a stranger of whose real need he 
knowns nothing. Just give him a card, 
such as the ladies furnish to all who 
wish them, sign your name to the 
card and tell him to take it to tho union 
headquarters, and 
his case will be 


thoroughly investigated. A large share 
of those to whom such cards are given 
will not appear at headquarters. At any 
rate it will be a safe plan to adopt for 
those cases concerning whose merits one 
does not know. The careful study of 
the cases for relief is as much a charita- 
ble act as the bestowment of aid. 
But
